By-law 


After June 8, 1950, no exceptions to by-laws 3 and 4 


2 states that “Every householder within the town 


shall provide two metal garbage cans, with covers and handles, 
one for ashes and one for garbage and other waste matter, each 
of which shall be of a size and shape as approved by the sani- 
tary inspector and shall cause to be placed therein all ashes, 
garbage and other waste matter accumulating in or about the 


premises.”’ 


By-law 4 stipulates that “Every householder within the 
town shall strain all kitchen and table waste and wrap it in 
paper if it is to be placed in the garbage cans and shall not 
mix garbage and other waste matter with ashes but may mix 
carbage and other waste matter.” 

After the 8th of June, 1950, any householder who fails 
to comply with the requirements of these sections shall be liable 
to the penalties provided for a breach of these by-laws. 

It is your money that pays for the garbage man, so inake 
his work speedier by placing your two approved garbage cans 
at the back lane or a readily available place to speed his work. 

Your co-operation will be greatly appreciated by the

Kinyo Tanaka “queen 
of the Japanese movies has been 
kissed only once in the films and 
frankly says she hopes it will never 
happen again.

Murderer Too Mea 


By T. D. METZ 
In fourteen years as warden of 
the Cook County Jail, Frank Sain 
was in charge of Chicago's most 
vicious killers, gangsters, gunmen, 


rapist and thieves. He presided 
while thirty-one of them went to 
their deaths in the electric chair. 

Sain was talking recently—after 
he had changed jobs to become 
superintendent of Chicago's Bride- 
well City Prison—about the mean- 
est prisoner he had had in all those 
fourteen years. 

“He was a murderer named 
Chester Novak,” Sain said, ‘Almost 
everybody has forgotten him, but I 
never will.” 

Back in 1925, Novak and a com- 
panion, Frank Gross, tried to rob 


Novak jeered at his companion in 
crime, telling him: 

"7 got the best break, Gross, 
I'll go to hell in a hurry in the 
electric chair. You'll rot the rest 
of your life away in prison. The 
day’ll come when you'll wish you 
were given the chair, too.” 

That was Novak's contrary way. 
He couldn't be a good enough sport 
to congratulate Gross. He had to 
try and make him miserable. 

Novak settled down to await his 
date with the electric chair, Sain 
recalled, and there never was & 
more unpopular prisoner. 

“The guards always try to do 
little favors for a condemned man,” 
the former warden said. ‘“They’ll 
see that he has plenty of cigarettes, 
candy and reading material. 


Five doctors, the number speci- 
fied by law, stepped up to Novak's 
slumped figure in the chair and 
listened at his chest with stetho- 
scopes. That is routine for pro- 
nouncing a man legally dead. 

But Novak wasn’t dead! The 
doctors reported his heart was 
beating! 

“We got the doctors back away 
from the chair and electrocuted 
him all over again,” Sain recalled. 
“The spectators didn't realize what 
had happeend, and we of the jail 
staff didn’t talk about it. There was 
no question, after the second time, 
but that he was dead.” 

Sain recalled that no friend or 
relative claimed Novak's body. He 
was taken to a grave in potter's 
field, wrapped in a winding sheet. 
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A Chicago prison warden who handled hundreds of 
thugs reveals a story of a ruthless murderer who had 
to be electrocuted twice.

Today, with forage crop seed 
prices at unusually high levels, care 
m seeding grass and legume crops 
is of the greatest importance.

A very tirm seed bed is absolutely 
for good germination of 
orage crop seeds, and no factor 1s 
more important than shallow seed- 
ng.

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Thatcher Wheat Is 
Most Popular Variety 


Thatcher wheat, a variety imported from the United 
States, has now become the most popular of all the wheats 
grown in Alberta, supplanting the famous Marquis and Red 
Bobs varieties developed in Canada. 


A survey by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool indicates that over half the 
acreage to be seeded to wheat in 
Alberta this season will be sown 
to Thatcher. Marquis will be down 
to 13.5 per cent and Red Bobs, pre- 
dominant in Alberta two years ago, 
will be down to 11.5 per cent. 


The board of grain commission- 
ers has indicated that, commencing 
Aug. 1, 1951, Red Bobs will not be 
graded higher than 3 Northern, 
hence the decline in popularity of 
that variety. Marquis wheat, still 
the standard of quality of all Cana. 
dian spring wheat, lacks rust re- 
sistance and takes longer to ma- 
ture, hence its growth is confined 
largely to the drier areas in south- 
eastern Alberta. The new variety, 
Saunders, developed at the Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, has 
just got a start and 7.3 per cent of 
the total acreage will be 
to that variety.

All cigarettes are harmful, and much cigarette advertising 
is misleading. This is the finding of the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commission, which has taken action against the manufacturers 


of Camel and Old Gold cigarettes. 


The commission states 


that all cigarettes contain varying amounts of nicotine and 
throat irritants, and there is no reliable basis in fact for adver- 
tising claims that one brand is superior to another in these 


respects. 

The commission also had before 
it a trial examiner’s recommended 
decision that The American To- 
bacco Co., New York, be ordered to 
stop misrepresenting Lucky Strike 
cigarettes. 

In finding that Camels and Old 
Golds—-and the smoke from them 

do not, as claimed, contain less 
nicotine than other leading brands, 
the commission pointed out that

Even if advertisements relating 
to bodily energy claimed only that 
smoking Camels has the effect of 
temporarily releasing additional 
energy already present, as the Rey- 
nolds firm contended, the commis- 
sion said that “being general in 
nature and without limitation or 
qualification,” they were ‘‘mislead- 
ing and erroneous.”
